NB: There will be maYiy system information packets each with different packet identification 
codes and clashing Xbetween the two sources, all requiring unique re-mapping. Unlike 
professional remul t iplexing equipment, it is not necessary to adjust the contents of the 
data packets to re flee, t the remapping of the packet identifiers. Since the remapping is 
performed with the knowledge and under control of the STB processor, all necessary 
information is available to the STB to correctly interpret the packet identifications 
referred to in the packet data, by reference to the remapping table. This only needs to be 
done as and when it needs, to and not for the entire data stream. It therefor represents a 
simpler and more cost-effective solution^^^: ■
